Reeolved  "by  the  i3oard  of  Public  Worke  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne 
Indiana,  that  it  ie  ieeired  and  deemed  neoeeeary  to  open  and  extend 
State  Boulevard  (formerly  Centlivre  Avenue) from  the  Baat  i)roperty  line 
of  the  old  Feeder  Canal  land,  Treat  to  Clinton  Street. 

Said  opening  and  extending  of  State  Boulevard  as  herein  describ 
ed  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  approproating  for  street  purposeaparte 
of  lots  and  tracts  of  land  described  ae  follo'rs-*^  The  South  twenty-fi 
five  (25)  feet  of  Lot  No*  I9  and  the  North  fifteen  (15)  feet  of  Lot  No. 
20  John  H»  Jacobs  -<'kidition;  also  commencing  at  the  southTrest  corner  of 
Lot  No.  16  G.  L.  Centlivre  Addition,  thenoe  west  on  the  north  line  of 
State  Boulevard  produced  west  to  its  intersection  with  a line  extended 
northwesterly  through  tJie  center  line  of  Lot  Nq*  19  John  H.  Jacobs  Add- 
ition; thence  northwesterly  on  the  line  extended  through  the  center 
liine  of  said  Lot  No.  I9  to  the  alli^  East  of  Clinton  Street;  thence  ;
